The horror of the story can hardly

told. Those who are dead were 


penned up below decks, and although 
frantic efforts were made by the officers 
of tbe vessel to save them, the flre had 
gained such terrific headway before the 
danger was discovered that all escape 
was cut off. 


The steamer carried in toer cargo 


many bales of cotton. . It is not certain 
how the 'fire originated, but when it 
was 
discovered it burst forth with 


such 
fury that it was impossible to 


reach the steerage. 


Even the steerage passengers appar- 


ently were unmindful of the danger, 
else the smoke and flames had not 
reached them. The saloon passengers 
were first arousd, and in such a man- 
ner as to occasion little alarm. 


When it became -apparent that the 


fire liad cut off the steerage the cap- 
tain and his men poured great quanti- 
ties of water down the ventilator, and 
the most frantic efforts were made for 
the escape of those penned up. In this 
way eight of the steerage passengers 
made their- escape. 


The passengers were all transferred 


to the City of Augusta in safety and 
the work of fighting the fire was con- 
tinued. 


At 9 a. m. tne flames were under con- 


trol and the steamer out of ^danger. 
The passengers were sent back to the- 
Leona and the City of Augusta contin- 
ued 
on her way/ to Savannah, The-

A Bishop on Labor. 


An address by the Episcopal Bishop 


Potter, of New York, a few days ago 
before a church organization devoted 
to the "Interests of Labor" has at- 
tracted much attention. 
It fcakos the 


same broad ground as the encyclical of 
Poe Leo on tho labor question, but is 
naturally more devoted to labor ques- 


tions arising in this country.- It was 
a plea for the elevation of the laboring 
man—better treatment, better wages 
and better homes—as panaceas for the 
crush of labor-saving machinery whioh 
is reducing humanity to automatons 
annexed to a wheel or an electric button. > 
It has been generally held by the utili- 
tarian philosophers that the immense 
increase of production by mechanism 
only temporarily displaces labor, and 
ultimately creates new and larger out- 
lets for the worker, but this iheory is 
falling away under the conditions of 
the industrial world now existing. 
Hence the discussion of remedies is 
taking a more sympathetic shape, based 
on fundamental principles of Christian 
practice, and it is to the honor of many 
of our ablest clergymen that they force 
conditions so full of future peril en the 
minds and consciences of their wealthy 
flocks. This is somewhat revolutionary, 
as in the past the voice of the pulpit 
and the utterances of the religions 
press have generally expressed little 
sympathy with labor, and niuoh ill-in- 
formed criticism of labor's way of 
righting itself. 
As to the aspirations 


of the toiling masses, Bishop Potter 
was very clear. 
He said: 


"The workingman wants to be pnt 


on a higher plane. 
He does not want 


to be considered as a piece of machin- 
ery. He has rights as well as those 
who do not win their bread by tfce 
sweat of their brow, and his rights 
must be respected. Capital has banded 
together, and so have the workingmen. 
* * * If I were a workingman and 
had not received justice at the hands 
of rny employer. I would do as men 
have done and strike until I was recog- 
nized. 


And this extract from his address, 


covering the basic grounds of the labor 
question as it presents itself today, is 
well worthy of careful study. 
Said 


the bishop: 


"The great causes of the general ill- 


feeling and uneasiness among the labor- 
ing classes in the United States today 
may be divided into two classes—ma- 
chinery and the manner in which the 
capitalists look down upon1 the men 
who labor for him. 
Chief of these two 


is machinery. 
It ia doing away with 


intelligence in labor. It is turning tbe 
laboring man into a simple idiot. 
Not 


long ago I visited a large factory in 
this state, and was much impressed 
with what I saw. 
The owner proudly 


showed me around, pointing out the 
manner in whioh labor was simplified. 


"I saw a young man silting before 


some sort of a large hammer. 
He sat 


with his legs crossed, and all his work 
consisted in shoving into an opening in 
the machinery a small piece of iron. 
He would turn the metal two or three 
times, throw it into a large box, and 
take another piece. 
That was this 


man's work, day after day, week after 
week. 


"No wonder that at night time he 


drank, gambled and fought. 
He had 


to; otherwise he would go mad. How 
many of us would Btaud this and not 
cry out? Not one of us but would 
become a striker. 
Myself among tbe 


first. 


"The master of today looks down up- 


on his men. He treats them as though 
they had no souls. They never get a 
chance to rise. Daily they drift further 
apart. 
In former daya the owner of a 


large establishment took an interest 
in his servants. 
He knew everyone by 


name and promoted and helped them. 


Today nothing like that exists. Few 


owners know any of their employes, 
even by sight. 
Employers are con- 


stantly on the lookout for new inven-
